The increase in the total from July to Decembex, 4941 was 23,000 or 1.2 per 
cent, but the total for December showed « decrease of 14,000 or 0.7 per cent on the 
November level. The cecrease was due to a falling off in the male employment, which 
declined from 1,411,000 in November to 1,395,000 in Docember, due partly to the heavy 
call-up for military service and partly to laying-off of workers after Christmas, [Fe-~ 
males, who have shown a regular increase since July of 5,000 to 7,000 oach montana, in- 
creased by 2,000 in December, The smaller incroase than usual was caused chiefly by a 
decline in factory employment of women, presumably due to Christmas laying-off, but on 
the other hand, retail trade with ao seasonal increase of 4,400 females, showed a greator 
increase than usual.

Male Employment, as has been pointed out above, showed a marked fall in 
December, After increases of 5,000 in August and 10,009 in September, two months fol- 
lowed with practically no change in male employment, and then in December followed 2a 
decline of 16,000. The low December figure, which was 1400 less than in July, was 
partly the result of the call-up of men for military service, and partly the result of 
fluctuations in seasonal and casual employment. The seasonai influence was particulerly 
important in Queensland, where the ond of the sugar season and a seasonal dscline in 
meatworks left the males in employment 3,3 per cent below their July numbers. During | 
the five months July-December, the main increase in male employment was in munition, ame 
building, and aircraft factories, which had absorbed 11,300 extra men, "Other factories 
employed 7,600 less men than in July, but as the decrease between November and December 
was 12,200, it would seem that this was due to "laying-off" after Christmas. _Bevesen 
July and December there was an increase of noarly 10,000 men employed in shipping and 
stevedoring, which showed an even busier condition than was revealed by the high figure 
for October, Benks and insurance companics continued, as in previous months, to dis-

From July to December the most substantial increase of female employment wes 
in factories, Munition and Aircraft works absorbec 3,300 extra females, and other fac- 
tories 3,300, Government and local government services n.,e.i. showed increases of 
2,400, retail trade 8,400, and commerce and finance (including banking and insurance) 
about 3,400. Relatively, the munition and aircraft works expanded their employment of 
females most, so that although the proportion of males to females employed by them is 
still over 5 to 1,.:the ratio is declining. The actual ratios July, November and 
Decomber were 5.94 : 13; 5.33 : 1 and 5.24 : 1 respectively. Banks and insurance com- 
panies which took 1,600 extra femalcs used them to replace a part of their loss of 2,600 
men, but retail trade and other commerce and finance absorbed 8,400 and 1,800 extra 
females respectively. All other industries (generally the less essential industries) 
took 3,000 more females, but, on the other hand, their employment of males declined by 
2.500%. 


In December as compared with November, females employed in "other factories" 
and "other commerce and finance (including wholesale trade)" showed, like the malos 
employed in these industries, some decline, due to a partial closing down at Christmas, 
But munition factories maintained their regular increase of female employees during the 
month, as did also banks and insurance companies, and retail trade. The number of 
Government female employees was practically unchanged,

From November to December, total employment decreased considerably in Queens- 
land and Western Australia, decreased slightly in New South Wales, Victoria, and South 
Australia, and increased slightly in Tasmania, Male employment decreased in all States, 
particularly in Queensland and Western Australia, but female employment increased in all 
States except Queensland, 


The decreases in male employment in December ocsurred principally in 
factories and building and construction Cin all States). Shipping and stevedoring on the 
other hane increased substantially in New South Wales, Victoria, and Queensland, but was 
little changed in the other threo States, The large decrease in the Queensland male 
total was due principally to seasonal declines in sugar mills, and meat works; and in 
Western Australia it was due to declines in mining, government and local government 6m- 
ployment, and factories, 


Female Employment in factories in December decreased from the November figure 
in all States except South Australia and Tasmania, In the former State the expansion of 
the munitions programme more than offset the Christmas decline in other factories, and 
in Tasmania a seasonal rise in the jam and fruit preserving factories was principally 
responsible for the increase, In all States there was an increase in the employment of 
females in retail stores, which was most marked in Victoria, This increase was con- 
nected with the usual Christmas increase in retail stores employment, and it wiil be 
necessary to wait for the January figures to know how much of the increase represents e 
permanent additional engagement of females,

3. PaY-ROLL TAXs 





The collected figures for Pay-Roll returns are given without any adjustment 
in the tables which are attached to this summary, The totals given are those for all 
employers who send regular returns to the Taxation Departments. For the small propor- 
tion of returns which are outstanding at the closing date each month, the figures of the 
previous month have been brought forward, The returns do not cover all employment, as 
Commonwealth employees are excluded, and employers who pay not more than £20 per week in 
salarics or wages do not make returns, Certain other classes of employers, principally 


religious or public benevolent institutions and public hospitals, are also exempt. The pro} 


proportion of all employees who are included varies from State to State on account of 

the different nature of the industries in the various States; but in general, the pro- 
portion of employees, (other than those of the Commonwealth, and those engaged in rural 
industries, and female domestics in private households) , who are included in the Pay=<Roll 
Tex returns is about 85 per cent. of the estimated total of males in employment, and about 
80 per cent. of the females, 


Employers were classified for “industry" according to the industry in which 
they were considered to be predominantly engaged. As some large employers engage in 
more than one industry, a considerable number of omployees have been included in clesses 
to which they do not strictly belong. The following tables may be taken as indicators 
of trend from month to month, but not as a guide to the absolute numbers employed in 
the respective industries,
